Louisiana Flood Exiles 
Return to Ruined Homes 


Some. Will Try to Rebuild in Desolated St. 
Bernard and Plaquemines Parishes—Others 
Give Up, Go Back to City. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW ORLEANS, La., Sept. 2.— 


The exiles of St. Bernard and 
Plaquemines angsreturning home. 
Caernar~o} Crevasse, created to 
save the city of New Orleans from 
the Mississippi River flood, has 
been closed. 

The spectacular haste and excite- 


ment that marked the exodus of 
residents of the condemned par- 
ishes is absent in their return. 


in their evacuation before’ the 
break, deserting their tidy little 
homes, much in the same fashion 
as villages doomed to shell fire are 
evacuated before the advancing 
enemy. 

They came out of the parishes by 
hundreds, They are trickling back 
by fives, and pairs and singly as the 
water recedes to leave a mud- 
choked, sand-covered waste where 
formerly were fertile garden spots 
and the richest fur trapping lands 
in the country. 

Many Will Not Return. 

Many former residents of the two 
parishes, twice flooded within a pe- 
riod of five years, will not return to 
their water-devastated homes. The 
creation of the crevasse coming at 
a time when the district was ap- 
proaching complete recovery from 
the flood of 1922, robbed them of a 
desire to return and attempt again 
to rebuild. They fear disaster might 
overtake them again. 

Those returning find their homes 
rising out of a sandy, frequently 
muddy. waste. In many cases the 
floors are covered with mud and 


silt. Floor boards have buckled up 
and nrust be replaced. Some houses 
have settled down to rest in the 
mud with the collapse of stilted pil- 
lars. Paint, and in some cases 
weather-boarding, has peeled off of 
many houses. 

The work of reconstruction be- 
gins with the roads. The highways 
are being cleared of obstructions 
and made passable. 

Some Turn Back to City. 

The refugees in some cases are 
finding conditions worse than they 
anticipated and are turning back to 
New Orleans to seek work in the 
city. The hundreds of trappers who 
earned comfortable livelihoods by 
capturing the wily muskrats, have 
not yet returned. Few muskrats 
remain of the millions that former- 
ly nested in the mound-dotted 
marshes before the flood. The be- 
lief has been expressed that if traps 
are set there during the coming 
season, the muskrat will become an 
extinct animal! in the two parishes. 

Many of the returning exiles, 
however, are going ahead with 
plans to clear their land, rebuild 
their devastated homes and re- 
habilitate themselves. It is a sad 
scene and a disheartening task that 
confronts them. But as one man 
put it: “We have nowhere else to 
go; nothing else to do. We must 
make the most of it.”’ 

Claims for reparations, filed by 
residents of the two parishes, have 
in many cases been approved and 
payments made. A Special session 
of the Louisiana Legislature has 
been called for next week to con- 
sider legislation to hasten 
phase of relief.

The development was disclosed 
by Royal 8S. Mckenna, Washington 
attorney, acting for the New York 
concern. McKenna, who had been 
charged by the New York concern 
to sound out the attitude of the 
State and Commerce departments 
toward the transaction, said his 
clients had abandoned the negotia- 
-tions “for patriotic reasons and at 
a «reat loss,” following the warn- 
ing of the State Department. 

He explained that his clients, 
whose names he ‘frefused to give. 
were engaged in extensive business 
with the Amtorg Trading Corpora- 
tion of New York, the main Rus- 
sian trading organization in this 
‘country and that they were there- 
‘fore unwilling to prejudice their 
‘general edusinéss for the sake of 
-one deal which would incur the 
‘displeasure of the American Gov- 
‘ernment.

6f intrigue and deceit, whitch led 
to the death of the boy who was 
so proud of the worth of his life 
insurance. ~ 

Members of Goldstein’s family 
came down from their tenement 
home in the Bronx borough to con- 
fess they had known Joseph Lef- 
kowitz, the merchant, was to take 
the boy away somewhere and say 
he was dead, in order to collect 
the $70,000 insurance of which he 
was the beneficiary. They did not 
like the idea, said a brother, Da- 
vid, but they did not know what to 
do about it. 

Says Family Knew of Plot. 
Goldstein rowed the boat into the 
middie of Gravesend Bay last Fri- 
day morning. the family made 
known, believing that Lefkowitz 
was to follow in a motor boat and 
believing Lefkowitz would take him 
to a place where he could disap- 
pear for a while. 

Goldstein is said to have been 
shoved into the water by his two 
companions, who rowed away, and 
the motor boat bobbing at the pier 
did not stir from her moorings. 
rom another source came testi- 
mony, which convinced District 
Attorney Dodd that Lefkowitz had 
followed Irving MRubinsall and 
Harry Greenberg, the youths who 
say he hired them to commit the 
murder, to a ramshackle pier at 
Coney Island, and that Lefkowitz 
was watching when the two boys 
did their work and started back to 
shore. 

Embellishing their formal confes- 
sions. '- which th y admitted push- 
ing Goldstein into the bay, for 
which they said they were paid by 
Lefkowitz, Greenberg and Rubin- 
sall related yesterday that Lefko- 
witz had tried to double-cross them 
about the payment for their sérv- 
ices. 

“He told me,” 
“that Benny was 
thousand bucks.

Rubinsall said he would not have 
committed the crime had he not 
needed the money for his girl.

Service Board Takes Under Ad- 
visement Plea for Approval 
of Their Plan. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 2. 
An admission that it may be neces- 
sary to seek permission for sale of 
additional preferred stock in the 
new St. Louis street railway cor- 
poration, was made today by Stan- 
ley Clarke, counsel for, the reorgan- 
ization committee, in his testimony 
before the Public Service Commis- 
sion. 

It has been stated hitherto that 
no stock will be sold to the public 
in the reorganization, as the reor- 
ganization committee intended to 
take its securities in exchange for 
the United Railways securities. But 
if new preferred stock is issued, it 
would appear that it will be of- 
fered to the public, 

Clarke was the final witness in the 
Commission’s hearing on the appli- 
cation for approval of the reorgan- 
ization committee’s plan. The 
Commission took the application 
under submission, without filing of 
briefs. No time for a decision was 
set. Approval of the plan will en- 
able the reorganizers to carry out 
their program, following their pur- 
chase of the property Aug. 1 for 
$49,301,000, and to realize a profit 
of several millions. J. K. Newman, 
New Orleans and New York trader 
in bankrupt street railways, is head 
of the reorganizers. 

Stock Selling Suggestion. 

The Commission asked Clarke to 
state the amount of money neces- 
sary to meet outstanding claims, 
and bring the company out of the 
receivership. Clarke said he could 
not give an estimate. It was esti- 
mated, in the original statement of 
the reorganization plan, drawn up 
in 1924, that $4,600,000 would suf- 
fice for this purpose and would be 
on hand. Clarke said the amount 
on hand would not le go large as 
was estimated, because the receipts 
under the recivership in the last 
thr yars wr not so large as had 
been estimated. Also, he said, funds 
in the hands of the receiver had 
been withdrawn to rtir bonds. The 
reorganization expenses and mis- 
cellaneous expenses would be about 
$865,000, Clark said, and the funds 
on hand will be below the require- 
ment. 

When asked how the _ deficit 
would be made up, Clarke said 
permission might be sought to sell 
additional preferred stock, or per- 
haps prior preferred stock. Issu- 
ance of additional preferred stock 
would affect the equity of the 
common stockholders, and might 
affect the value of the common 


promotion, going value and work- 
ing capital. W. B. Bennett, val- 
uation engineer for the company. 
did not conour iu the City Coun- 
selor’s figures. 

W. H. Bradley. secretary of the 
Reorganization Committee, told 
the commission that the reorgani- 
zation plan would reduce the bond- 
ed debt of the company from $64.- 
890.000 to $40,800,000, and wouid 
reduce interest charges on the 
bonded deb! from $2,.613.980 a year 
to $1,677,000. 

No testimony was given as to the 
price paid by Newman and his as- 
sociates for the securities of the 
old company which, under the re- 


‘organization plan, will be ex- 
changed for securities of the new 
company. 


Walter Moynihan, treasurer of 
the United Railways, testified to 
the retiring of several blocks of 
bonds included in the original re- 
organization plan, within the last 
year, The prices paid by the re- 
ceiver in retiring the bonds were 
stated. but it was not shown what 
the. rcorganizers paid for their 
holdings of these bonds. 

Cash on Hand Not Disclosed. 

City Counselor Muench sought to 
learn the amount of cash now on 
hand, but could not get “‘s in- 
forma’'ons **»xynihan testified that 
the receiver had $3,491,150 in gov- 
ernment bonds on hand, represent- 
ing reserve for depreciation, in- 
surance and injury c' He and 
othet witnesses said this did not 
include any funds for payment cf 
the city’s mill tax claim of $2.431,- 
869, which the reorganizers have 
offered to settle with the city for 
on2-third the amount in cash, or 
two-thirds in stock of the new 
company. 

Muench said he did not know 
whether an ef-.rt would be made 
to bring out the amount paid by 
the reo._anizers f-> their hold- 
ings, as no members of the reor- 
ganization committee ai» here. He 
said the city’s course of ~-tion 
would depend on developments at 
the hearing. 

Muench believed the submission 
of the reorganization plan at this 
time for approval was premature, 
inasmuch as the application of the 
company for a straight 8-cent fare 
and an tncreased valuation is 
pending before the commission. 

In earlier hearings on the fare 
and valuation application the com- 
pany contended the valuation of the 
property on the basis of reproduc- 
tion now, less depr tiation, was ap- 
proximately $100,000.000 and that 
considering all theories it should

Operation of Cooling Systems | 
Causes Jurisdictional Row Be- | 
tween Unions. 
Handbills announcing that no 
licensed engineers are employed in 
operating the cooling systems in 
St. Louis. Grand Opera, Missouri. 
Ambassador and Loew's State the- 
aters are being distributed by mem- 
bers of Local Union No. 2, Interna- 
tional Steam and Operating Engin- 
eers, in an effort to obtain support 
in having engineers employed at 
the theaters.

Threatened to Hold Inquest 
Unless. Funeral Was 
Turnec Over toHim, Pas- 
tor Beier Relates.

The Rev. Emil Beier, pastor of 
Bethesda Evangelical Church, 405 
Hoffmeister avenue, St. Louis 
County, today told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter of an instance in which 
he alleges Coroner Louis H. Bopp 
misused his official power in an at- 
tempt to get a funeral contract for 
the Louis H. Bopp Undertaking Co. 

Similar allegations concerning 
the dual role of Coroner Bopp and 


Undertaker Bopp have been made 
by rival undertakers. Prosecuting 
Attorney Mueller has promised a 
grand jury investigation. 

“My wife died July 21 of natural 
causes and under the care of two 
physicians,” related the Rev. Mr. 
Beier, an elderly man. “Soon after 
her death Bopp and his son ap- 
peared at our home and wanted to 
conduct the funeral. 

“I had already made arrangeé- 
ments with a South Broadway un- 
dertaker, and so informed the vis- 
itors. Nevertheless, they remained 
for two hours, arguing. They said 
unless they got the funeral it would 
be necessary to hold an inquest, 
taking the body to Kirkwood, but 
if they got the funeral there would 
be no inquest. 

“When J still refused to change 
undertakers, the Bopps suddenly 
departed. TI heard no more from 
them, and no inquest was held.” 

Bopp Denies It. 

“Well, that’s not true.” Coroner 
Bopp said when the complaint was 
read to him by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. Bopp added: “That dirty 
guy (the other undertaker) is jeal- 
ous of me.” 

Charges that Coroner Bopp used 
his official position for the benefit 
of his private undertaking business 
were made Monday by John G. 
Koch, Fenton undertaker, who re- 
lated that Bopp, on learning offi- 
cially of a death, almost invariably 
moved the body to his Kirkwood 
establishment and seet a “sales- 
man” to the relatives ef the de- 
ceased person to try to g@ a funer- 
al contract. Yesterday another un- 
dertaker, George Hoffmeister, re- 
lated specific instances itn which 
bodies were taken to Bopp’s mor- 
tuary and “hauling charges” as- 
sessed, when the bereaved rela- 
tives insisted they wanted some 
wndertaker other than Bopp. 

Another Undertaker’s Story. 

Today another undertaker, who 
asked that his name be withheld, 
told of cases where Bopp moved 
bodies to Kirkwood and embalmed 
them, without consulting the fam- 
ilies, and then, before he would 
surrender the bodies, collected 
“hauling and embalming charges.” 
‘In the case of a man drowned 
in the Meramec River Bopp 
charged $10 for removing the body 
and $15 for dragging the river, the 
undertaker said, and in the case 
of a man who died last Oct. 25 
when attending a county annexa- 
tion meeting. Bopp got the body 
before the meeting ended and col- 
lected $25 for embalming it. 

Long an Office Holder. 

Bopp has been an officeholder 
for many years, while actively en- 
gaged in pri. business, After 
serving terms as Sheriff, Deputy 
Sheriff and Coroner. he began a 
second fo.r-year term is Cor ier 
Dec. 1, 1924, and, inasmuch as the 
law pre ‘bits coroners and sheriffs 
from ocgupying the ofices for om 
secutive terms, Bopp is considerin 
tT ~ning for Sheriff next year. Dur- 
ins his terr: as Sheriff, he was ac- 
© jcd by the Pros iting Attorney 
and law-enforcement organizations 
of failure ‘o suppress gambling and 
other illegal activities.

BRITISH JUSTICE SAYS 
SUPPRESSION OF NEWS IS 


TREASON TO THE PUBLIC 


Addressing American 


Bar Association, He 


Warns of Danger of Subordinating 
Editorial Departments to Advertising. 


By the Associated Press 

BUFFALO, N. Y.. Sept. 2. 
Newspapers that misrepresent were 
characterized as a greater menace 
to a nation than treacherous com- 
munist propaganda by Lord Hew- 
art, Lord Chief Justice of England 
and Baron of Bury, in an address 
before the American Bar Associa- 
tion last night. 

Lord Hewart’s speech was on the 
subject of common law, but he 
wove into it his references to com- 
munism and newspapers. He laid 
it down as a philosophical principle 
that the administration of justice is 
of greater importance to a people 
than anything else, asserting that 
confidence in the administration of 
justice makes people contented and 
happy. 

‘Where there are just laws, ad- 
ministered without fear or favor, 
by incorruptible and impartial 
Judges, there is not much cause to 
fear popular outbreaks or revolu- 
tion,” Lord Hewart said. “It is, 
you may think, principally for that 
feason that the treacherous propa- 
: nda of communism, so dangerous 
in many other countries, can have 
little effect in the United States or 
Great Britain. | 

“It is beyond the imagination of 
any sane person that Americans or 
Englishmen would wish to change 
their free institutions for the 
ghastly tyranny by which the peo- 
Ple of Russia are, after a fashion, 
ruled.’’ 


Freedom of Press. 

Of newspar s, he said: “What 
is called ‘the freedom of the press’ 
consists simply in the right which 
every person has to publish any- 
thing he pleases, so long as it is not 
libel. At common law, newspapers 
have no special privileges in the 
matter of publication, though by 
statute they are specially protected 
with reference to the publication of 
reports of proceedings in courts of 
justice and public meetings. 

“Nor, on the other hand, have 
they any special obligations or lia- 
bilities. The right of freedom of 
speech, is similarly, the righr to 
say anything, in public or private, 
which is not either seditious or 
blasphemous or defamatory of any 
person. 

“I should like very briefly to re- 
fer to a change which seems to 
have taken place in the character 
and the aims of much of the news- 
paper press. It goes without saying 
that if self-government is to be a 
real and a living thing, the citizens 
who share the responsibility of gov. 
érning, that is to say all the citizens, 
ought at least to have access to in- 
formation upon public affairs 
which is both accurate and ade- 
quate. 

“One of the instruments for that 
purpose is, or at any rate ought to 
be, the newspaper press. You can- 
not expect the right verdict from 
a jury if the evidence is not fairly 
and squarely laid before it. To 
put the matter the other way 
round: Is it not really a kind of 
treason against the political sov- 
ereign deliberately to mislead the 
public either by active misrepre- 
sentation or by calculated suppres- 
sion?” 

Commercial Tendency. 

“Thirty years ago and more there 
were already signs in many news- 
paper offices of a contest for su- 
premacy between what may be 
called the editorial] department, on 
one side, and the business, which 
is to a great extent the advertis- 
ing department, on the other, Dur- 
ing the interval the contest seems 
to have been decided and, in an 
enormous number of cases, decided 
in favor of the business depart- 
ment, 

“It was an expert in the busi- 
ness department who said not long 
ago that the real power of the 


press is the power of suppression, 
Side by side with this, it igs im- 
possible not to observe another de- 
velopment—I mean the systematic 
and increasing number of news- 
papers under One and the same 
hand. A multi-millionaire, it 
would seem, presses a button in his 
office or smoking room or his 
bedroom, and &btraightaway the 
nominal heads of a whole group 
of newspapers, purporting in every 
case to be an athentic and individu- 
al opinion, asserts or denies, at- 
tacks or defends, displays or sup- 
presses, magnifies or disparages, 
in accordance with the will or the 
whim of the invisible dictator. 
Dignity of Press. 

‘Well, there is no law at pres- 
ent to prevent newspapers from 
being treated as mere commercial 
commodities, as if they were so 
much soap or oj] or tinned meat. 
But what becomes of the dignity 
of the press and the claims of the 
public? And can newspapers be 
heard to say that these things real- 
ly do not matter if nobody any 
longer is ready to accept a news- 
paper’s statement or is willing to 
pay attention to its opinions? 

“Here too, there is need, {s 
there not, for unceasing vigilance? 
And if indeed newspapers are to 
be treated as mere articles of trade, 
if their function is to be simply 
to increase and to infiame the al- 
ready deplorable power of mor 
money in public affairs, is there 
any reason whatsoever, why the 
law should exhibit any = special 
tenderness toward them?" 

Lord Hewart once was a news- 


Ppaperman himself, Chief Justice 
| Taft pointed out in his introduc- 
tion. 

Taft’s Tribute to England. 

In welcoming Lord Hewart, 
Chief Justice Taft said. “I cannot 
|forbear a reference to the country 
and people from whom he comes. 
I am prompted to this by the debt, 
which can never be paid, that we 
owe them for our law and our 
form of government. Without this, 
our progress would have been im- 
possible, and departure from it in 
the future will be full of danger. 
Our problems have been somewhat 
different, but the origin and es- 
sence of it we must trace directly 
to our English descent. 

“The strength and character of 
the English people, developed un- 
der that form of representative 
government, should continue to be 
our inspiration. The model of 
their administration of justice, ex- 
emplified wherever the British 
flag floats in its equity. efficacy 
and dispatch, should stimulate us 
to improvement and reform in our 
methods of procedure, and  pre- 
serve the happiness of our own 
commonwealth by maintaining lib- 
erty when effectively regulated by 
law. 


Fiber of English People. 

“We have heard occasionally 
from hostile observers and prop- 
hets a suggestion that the English 
nation is decadent. Such comment 
betrays gross ignorance of what 
makes a great nation. Not in ma- 
terial and temporary prosperity is 
the strength of a people, but in its 
moral force and its endurance and 
its power of resistance in adversity. 


“The fiber of the English people 
so often proven, but especially so 
during the awful years of the great 
World War, by its endurance and 
stern willingness for sacrifice, was 
but shortly thereafter strengthened 
by the courage and nerve with 
which’ it was faced and overcame 
the threatened dissolution of its 
society in a genera! strike. In that 
was shown, ingrained in it, its 
commanding respect for law, never 
exceeded and never to be forgotten, 
The future of such a people is not 
in doubt.”

“If, unfortunately, as it happens 
some obstacles, the strength of 
which it is difficult for our country 
to face, may cone out frequently to 
stop our precepts, the Government

British Scientist Declares Human 
Being Is More Advantageor: 
Subject for Investigation.

LEEDS, England, Sept. 2.—QOp- 
erative. experimeniation on man 
himself rather than lower animals 
was advocated before the British 
Asociation of Science today by Dr. 
Cc. G. Douglas, psychologist. 

Man could give subjective im- 
pressions not to be gained from 
lower animals, he said. 

“We are bound to admit frankly 
that direct observations by methods 
involving operative procedure on 
anesthetized animals cannot by it- 
self give us the full answer re- 
quired,” the scientist said. “In 
study of normal physiology man tin 
many instances is a far more ad- 
vantageous subject for investiga- 
tion.” 

Man should bore holes to get 


instead of destroying a highly elab- 
orate substance like coal, the asso- 
ciation was told by J. L. Hodg- 
son, mechanical engineer. 

He declared that heat stores in 
gieat spheres inside the earth is 
at least 30,000,000 times that avail- 
able in the world’s coal reserve.

“But the Government has oper- 
ated in a businesslike way, through 
the Inland Waterways Corporation 
and along with the people—jointly 
with the shippers in the case of the 
Upper Mississippi, where they con- 
tributed $600,000—and made it a 
business success, the only Govern- 
ment business wHich does show a 
margin of profit. ’ 

“Now I find everywhere, east and 
west, north and south, a demand 
not only that the Government con- 
tinue to operate the existing lines, 
but that the corporaion extend its 
activities to other rivers. Shippers 
feel that the Government alone 
made river transportation a suc- 
cess on the Mississippi and that it 
alone can successfully extend it. 

Want Service Expanded. 

“They demand that the Govern- 
ment put barges on the Missouri 
River, on the Illinois, on the Hen- 
nepin Canal and doubtless a like 
demand will come from the Ohio. 
They point to the obvious fact that 
no private enterprise could or 
would have undertaken the fir-t 
lean years on the Lower Mississippi 
—where we now have a safe mar- 
gin of profit—and take the position 
that on these other waterways the 
Government again must stand the 
loss.”’ 

St. Louisans familiar with the 
situation say that the call of Chi- 
cago industry for a Government 
line on the Illinois River is im- 
perious and absolute. Such exten- 
sion of the Inland Waterways Cor- 
poration will require an act of Con- 
Sress and a weighty addition to its 
Original $5,000,000 authorization, 
matters which Gen. Ashburn was 
not prepared,to discuss.

British Destroy Pirates’ Homes

HONGKONG, Sept. 2.—Chinese 
pirates who have lived by the 
sword did not die the same way in 
a British expedition against them 
in their lair at Bias Bay, but they 
saw their homes destroyed by fire 
and dynamite. No British or Chi- 
nese casualties resulted from the 
raid. The British craft anchored 
at Bias Bay with two pirate villages. 
Cheungpali and Fanlokong, as their 
objectives. Singling out houses in 
which pirates were known to live, 
the British landed 150 men. They 
were met at Hoichau by a village 
elder 1 9o volunteered to conduct 
them to Cheungpai and point out 
houses of pirates. 

Forty houses on the outskirts of 
the village were destroyed when 
villagers refused to give fmforma- 
tion and later five pirate houses 
were destroyed by dynamite. 

The punitive expedition proceed- 
ed to Fanlokong where five other 
houses were destroyed. Residents 
of the village offered no opposition 
when they learned haunts of pirates 
v ‘*,s only *‘sctives of the at- 
tacking forces. Chinese temples 
remained unmolested. 

This movement followed a drive- 
in march on Bias Bay, a notorious 
and long-established base for sea 
raiders. trplanes were uscd to 
bomb the pirate stronghold.

REED MAY TRY FOR

Missouri Democrats Feel

CHANCE FOR NATIONAL

His Hope for Presidential 
Nomination Is in a Dead- 
lock Among the Leading 
Candidates.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 2.— 
United States Senator Reed, who, 
unless unexpected complicaticns 
should arise, will have no serious 
opposition in his ambition for the 
selection of a Missouri delegation 
to the Democratic National Con- 
vention instructed to support him 
for the presidential nomination, is 
expected also to file for TORO: 
tion for the Senate. 

There is a strong feeling among 
Democrats in Jefferson City and in 
several othcr parts of the State that 
with Reed on the ticket in 1928 as 
nominee either for President er the 
Senatorship, the chances of Demo- 
cratic success in the State would be 
vastly improved, and a movement 
is under way to insist that Reed 
file again for the Senate. 


Anti-Reed Sentiment. 

As a candidate for renomination, 
Reed will be opposed in the pri- 
mary probably by Charlies M. Hay 
of St. Louls, whe was the leader in 
the anti-Reed faction in the bitter 
intra-party battle of 1922. Hay has 
indicated an intention to seek the 
Senatorial nomination. 


One finds throughout the State 
that while the anti-Reed sentiment 
has ebbed tar since 1922, it exists 
to some extent even yet. But the 
exigencies of politics will prevent 
it from being troublesome in a 
Reed presidential campaign. 

The general attitude of the anti- 
Reed Democrats is that while they 
have not surrendered to the Reed 
support, they are compelled to ac- 
knowledge that Reed is a power 
they are unable to overcome, and 
rather than continue a strife 
which endangers party success, 
they will quietly permit Reed to 
have the Missouri delegation to 
the National Convention without 
opposition. 

Fearful of Party Apathy. 

Although this appears to party 
leaders as the only logical course 
to pursue, some in the organiza- 
tion profess to see in it a danger- 
ous party situation. They fear that 
the submission of the anti-Reed 
Democrats throughout the State 
and their failure to .participate in 
the local conventions to select dele- 
gates, will mean an apathy in the 
election which will materially re- 
duce the Democratic vote. In 
other words, they tear this sort of 
a situation: Reed has us licked and 
we will have nothing to do with 
his campaign. He can have the 
nomination so far as we are con- 
cerned and we will just not take 
any interest in politics this cam- 
paign year. 

If there should be such a con- 
dition, it would be fraught with 
danger to al! the Democratic can- 
didates, but Reed has a way of 
arousing interest in a campaign 
when none exists, and it is not im- 
probable that any apathy which 
might exist at the beginning of 
the campaign would be dissipated 
by election time, 

Reed’s Chances for Presidency. 

The growing demand for Reed 
to file for a fourth term tin the 
Senate is due to the fact that it is . 
recognized that his chance for the 
presidential nomination ts mgather 
remote, It is the general opinion 
that he can hope for the nomina« 
tlon only in case Gov. Smith of 
New York and some other candi- 
date become involved In a hopeless 
deadiock,. with the convention when 
exhausted turning to a compromise 
candidate. In that case Reed is 
looked upon as a most likely win- 
ner.

When the famoud gigantic statue of 
David by Michelangelo was being 
moved to its place, Landucci stood 
about with his thumbs in the arm- 
holes of his vest and watched the 
“more than 40 men’’ toiling at the 
task, Lorenzo, the Magnificent, is 
a familiar figure to us, thanks to 
Landucci; and, we are _ present 
when the King of France passes 
through the city on his way to 
conquer Naples. ; 

Curiously enough, one looks in 
vain for some reference to events 
that, from our point in time, loom 
big.

“A Florentine Diary” is an ex- 
cellent book to brood over. \Nat- 
urally it is dull enough at times, 
for many events are recorded that 
no longer have any significance. 
But the common life of Florence 
in the fifteenth and sixteenth cen- 
turies is there, and often a drab 
page is suddenly illumined by some 
flash of familiar light across the 
centuries.

Butter is good because it burnsline corn which is 


réadily with too much fire, and it 
is best to cook the onions so gently 
or over so small a fire that they 
cannot burn. You cannot do this 
without closely covering the pan, 
when they will cook soft in 10 min- 
utes, often, or even less if—well, 
Onions vary in hardness or ripe- 
ness. 

Now add a little meat stock and 
turn up the fire, remembering to 
give them some stirrings, and in a 
short time they will be delicately 
colored and be ready to “smother” 
the steak, which has been broiling. 
Always start the onions first, be- 
cause they can wait, if necessary, 
and the steak should not. 

Succotash. 

Fresh lima beans are excellent 
cooked in this manner with green 
corn. They must be boiled half an 
hour or more before they are 
cooked with the corn. 

Take them out and drain well 
through a colander. Take one-half 
dozen ears of young but full-grown 
Indian corn and cut grains down 
from the cob; mix the corn and 
beans together, adding a very small 
teaspoon salt, let them boil about 
20 minutes. Then remove and 
Grain through a sieve, put into a 
deep dish and while hot, mix in a 
large piece of butter (about the 
Size of an egg) add pepper and it 
is ready to serve. 

Stuffed Celery Salad. 

This is a new cheese stuffing 
for celery. 

Take six stalks of celery, three 
tablespoons mayonnaise, four table- 
spoons HRoquefort cheese, one ta- 
blespoon cream cheese, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
Paprika and a pinch of cayenne 
pepper. 

Mix thoroughly cheese, season- 
ings and meyonnaise. Fill celery 
cavities, garnish with pimento and 
serve on lettuce leaf. 

Cabbage Slaw Salad. 
One cup sour milk, three table- 
Spoons mayonnaise, one-fourth to 
one-half cup sugar, one teaspoon 
salt, two cups finely shredéed cab- 
bage, Bit of onion, green pepper, 
grated cheese. Beat milk; add 
meyonnaise, sugar and salt. Beat 
well. Add well crisped cabbage, 
onion, pepper and pineapple (left- 
over) cut into small pieces. Mix 
thoroughiy. Put in lettuce nests 
ana garnish with grated cheese, 
Deprika and perhaps a sprig of 
Parsicy or a bit of celery top.

How to Pan Broil Meats, 


Meats cooked in a hot and 
greased or oiled frying pan may 
be almost as truly broiled as when 
exposed directly toa fire. Increase 
the fat in the pan and the method 
becomes frying and vary the treat- 
ment for the saute. The method 
of pan broiling is an excellent one 
when we wish to add a number of 
seasonings to our steak or chop. 
Mix these seasonings with the little 
fat in the pan, perhaps a little 
liquid too in some cases, and then 
put in meat, The seasonings should 
be well blended ar the pan hot 
before the meat is put in, or the 
meat will be dried rather than 
nicely crusted. 


Broiled | Cold Potatoes, 

Slice boiled potatges one-quarter 
inch thick.

MAKE MELON RIND 
SWEET PICKLES 


Watermelon and Cantaloupe 
Rind Make Nice Relishes 
for Cold Meats. 


Watermelon and cantaloupe rind 
make delicious pickles, preserves 
and relishes, though a great 
amount of work is involved in 
making them, 

To make pickled watermelon 
rind take three and one-hait 
pounds of rind, one and one-haif 
cups vinegar, one and one-half 
pounds brown sugar, one-half 
ounce cinnamon and one-fourth 
ounce of whole cloves. 

Remove a thick paring (about 
one-third inch) from rind of wa- 
termelon, cut out all pink pert, 
then cut in half-inch strips and 
into two-inch lengths, Soak over 
night in cold salt water, using two 
tablespoons salt to each quart 
water. Put into preserving kettle, 
cover with boiling water and cook 
until soft; then drain. Weigh out 
three and one-half pounds. Put 
on to cook with vinegar, sugar, 
cinnamon and cloves. Bring slow~- 
ly to boiling point and let simmer 
two and one-half hours. Pack in 
sterilized jars, add syrup to over- 
flow and seal at once. 

Watermelon Preserves, 

Use the rind of one watermelon, 
two pounds of sugar, one table- 
spoon whole cloves, one tablespoon 
salt, two lemons and two oranges. 

Remove one-quarter inch green 
rind from watermelon. Cut fleshy 
rind remaining in slices, Soak 
slices over night in two gallons cold 
water to which one tablespoon salt 
has been added. In the morning 
put on to cook in cold water and 
heat to boiling point. Drain’ and 
cook slices in syrup made by heat- 
ing together two pounds sugar and 
one quart water for ten minutes. 
Add to syrup sliced lemons, 
oranges and cloves. Boil until 
watermelon is tender. 

Spiced Cantaloupes. 
This is a delicious relish for use 
with cold. meats. Take four can- 
taloupes, four cups sugar, three 
cups vinegar, two cups water, ons 
tablespoon mixed whole spices, one 


blespoon cinnamon, one clove gar- 
lic’ (uncut) and two teaspoons 
whole mace. 

Remove a thick paring from rind 
of cantaloupe, cut away all soft 
pink part; then cut in one-half 
inch strips and two-inch lengths. 
Soak over night fn cold salt water, 
using two tablespoons salt to each 
quart water. Put in preserving 
kettle, cover with boiling water 
and cook gently until soft; drain. 
Make a syrup by boiling together 
for 10 minutes, the sugar, vinegar, 
water and spices, which have been

which follows a bridge game, 

especially those in which the 
players do not rank in the expert 
class, one might be led to imagine 
that overbidding is the greatest 
fault known at the bridge table; 
and that a player who does not 
bid a no-trump unless he has all 
four suits stopped, nor bid a suit 
unless he has the Ace-King-Queen 
and two others with it. is the part- 
ner for whom every one is look- 
ing. But while rash and unsound 
overbidding frequently is followed 
by very disastrous results, I would 
unhestitatingly select the partner 
who notoriousiy overbids, rather 
than the one who notoriously un- 
derbids. 

Underbidding produces more 
losses than overbidding, although 
the disastrous consequences of un- 
due timidity are not so noticeable 
or obvious and consequently not the 
subject of so much comment, as 
the losses produced by undue bold- 
ness. For example, a dealer who 
holds Ace-King-x-x-x of a suit may 
pass, and his doing so may work 
badly for his side under any one

If your hair has started turning 
dark, use harmless things, such as 
soda and lemon juice in the rins- 
ing water.

This will give a hildéishly light 
color to your hair, and not that 
brassy look that bleaches bring out. 
Don't try to get your hair too light. 
It is much prettiér a little darker 
than it is when shades and shades 
too blonde for your skin. 

To restore the color of your hair, 
use a tablespoon of baking soda 
(bicarbonate of soda) to a bowl of 
water in which you rinse your hair. 


B LONDE hair is all right if you 


fy. but also rather dry. If you use 
this one week, the next time you 
wash your hair, I would advise the 
juice of a lemon in the water as a 
rinse. Never use the two together. 
And each night you should mas- 
sage the scalp well, to offset the 
dryness of the scalp. 

In rinsing the hair in sada water, 
be sure to get the entire hea‘: wet 
with it. Put your head over just 
as far as you can into the bow) 
without actually standing on your 
head, and cup the water up fh your 


hands over the back of your neck. 


Shake the head while in the water, 
to allow the soda water to soak all 
through the hair, and get at the 
roots. 

If you have already started us- 
ing peroxide, and feel that you 
have to keep it up, apply it care- 
fully, with a soft toothbrush, get- 
ting at the roots «: the hair, as’ 
well as the ends. Part it often, 
and rub in each part. While, of 
course, it is perfectly natural for 
the hair to grow out light at the 
ends (children’s hair is always 
lighter at the ends, you know) still 
the roots are what usually turn 
dark first in bleached hair, and 
they should be carefully gone over 
with the bleach before applying it 
to the rest of the hair. |

Parents Should Be Their Children’s Pals 


NEW YORK. 

DUCATION will not advance 

as it should until parents take 

a more active interest in it for 
the sake of their children, believes 
Mrs. Florence V, Watkins, execu- 
tive secretary of the National Con- 
gress of Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tions. 

“Parents haven’t played enough 
with their children,” says Mrs, 
Watkins, who is conducting a 
course en “the parent-teacher 
movement” in the summer session 
of Columbia University. 

“They have been censors in- 
stead of playmates. They should 
come down from their pinnacles, 
and become their children’s pals. 
Parents, however, are more alive 
to the possibilities of training the 
child through the first six years of 
life. Teachers are more sympa- 
thetically inclined to problems con- 
fronting the home. Communities 
have become more concerred in 
making conditions right for the 
child.” 

Mrs. Watkins points out how by 
discussing child health and _ the 
use of leisure with parents in ru- 
ral communities, co-operation be- 
tween the parent and the teacher 
is being brought about. She tells 
of a town in Georgia where young 
women did not know how to play 
because they had worked since 
childhood. In: cities, the problems 
of safety, thrift, juvenile protec- 
tion, and motion pictures are con- 
sidered In the parent-teacher study 
groups. 

“We aim to send 100 per cent

children into the 
first grade in September,” she says. 
“On May day, children who are 
to enter school in September are 
examined, and between May and 
September we have our summer 
‘roundup,’ when remedial ailments 
of children are corrected.” 

Improving motion pictures, Mrs. 
Watkins believes, will aid educa- 
tion. In the place of the “silly, 
plotless picture” she urges the 
adaptation for the screen of more 
of the great literary masterpieces.

worth, well-known woman doctor, 
in the current issue of Collier’s 
Weekly. 

After stating that every home 
should carry a well-equipped medi- 
cine chest, with special emphasis 
on the need of clinica] thermome- 
ters to test the temperature of sick 
children, Dr. Wadsworth says: 
“Arrange the emergencies in easy 
alphabetical order. Always remem- 
ber that, except In case of an ac- 
cident, the thermometer is to be 
used before the therapeutic table 
is consulted. 

“1. Burns: Paint with  picric 
acid. Skin and cloth are stained 
but not injured. Each fresh w@- 
ting with water renews the activity 
of the acid. 

“2. Canker sore on gums and 
tongue: Touch with iodine or mer- 
curochrome. Repeat in 10 hours 
if necessary. 

“3. Constipation, acute: Salts, 1 
dessertspoonful for adults; 1 tea- 
spoonful for children over 8 years; 
milk of magnesia for infants, 1 ta- 
blespoonful in milk; castor oil for 
young children, 1 to 2 teaspoonfuls. 
For chronic constipation see a doc- 
tor. 


Weer: to do before the doctor 


or fever: (a) Move bowels as in 3 
above. (b) Snuffle and gargle with 
salt water (1 teaspoonful to pint) 
every 2 hours. (c) Covér lips, nose 
and inside of nostrils with catarrhal 
jelly, especially at bedtime. (4) 
Drink water copiously, 8 glasses 
daily, 2. of them containing 1 tea- 
spoonful bicarbonate of soda. (e) 
Put 2 drops of boric eyewash in 
each eye night and morning. 

“6. Cuts, clean: Separate lips of 
cut and apply iodine or mercuro- 
chrome. Dirty, separate lips of cut 
and apply. peroxide, dry carefully 
and apply iodine. 

“6. Diarrhea, without 
Castor oil, 1 to 2 
for adults, 1 to 2 teaspoonfuls for 
Children. Follow in 5 hourg with 
four capsules of salol and castor 
oll, taken at intervals of half an 
hour by adults; of one hour by chil- 
dren. One or more. salt-water 
enemas are useful, but not neces- 
sary except in children. Diarrhea 
of infants should not be treated at 
home without a doctor’s advice, 

“7. Earache, without fever: 
wash out ears with boric-acid solu- 
tion twarm) using boiled water to 
dissolve it, and using the ear bulb. 
if the pain recurs, see a doctor. 
“8. Eyes: (a) Foreign body in 
eye: drop sterile boric in eye: re- 
peat frequently, winking vigorous- 
ly. (b) Inflamed conjunctiva 
(white of eye): boric drops every 
two hours. (c) Inflamed lids: yel- 
low oxide-of-mercury ointment, 
rubbed in well, so that a.little en- 
ters the eye. (d) Stye: yellow oxide 
and drops, as in b and c. 

“9. Fever blister: touch with 
aluminum acetate every two hours. 
“10. Hangnail: paint with iodine 
and renew when washed off. Trim 
cuticle with scissors that have been 
dipped in a _creso] disinfectant 
(weak) before and after using.

“15. Wounds: Treatment is of 
two kinds viz, (a) Punctured 
(made by pin, nail or any sharp 
object): follow course of injug 
with fodine swab; if injury is & 
dirty hand or foot, see a doctors 
(b) Mashing or crushing (minor): 
wet with iodine and dress with 
sterile gauze liberally treated with 
boric ointment. Renew dressings 
daily. If injured part does not 
heal promptly, see a doctor. Such 
wounds are generally dirty, and if 
so they should be drenched with 
peroxide and dried before the
